Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  community  for  the  year  1957. 

The  population,  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  at 
mid-year  was  29,440,  being  540  less  than  in  1956.  This 
unexpected  fall  was  due  to  loss  of  Army  personnel  sent 
abroad  during  the  Suez  Crisis  in  the  Autumn  of  1956  and 
not  replaced  until  the  Summer  of  1957. 

The  corrected  Birth  rate  of  17.7  per  1,000  of  the  popula- 
tion was  higher  than  the  15.8  figure  for  1956  and  compared 
with  a rate  of  16.1  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  corrected  Death  rate  of  12.6  per  1,000  of  population 
v/as  a little  higher  than  the  rate  of  11.7  recorded  in  1956  and 
compared  with  the  National  rate  of  11.5. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  dropped  to  17.7  per  1,000 
live  births  compared  with  the  high  rate  of  30.9  in  1956.  The 
England  and  Wales  rate  for  1957  was  23.0. 

Owing  to  a Country  wide  epidemic  of  Measles  there  was 
a marked  increase  in  the  total  notifications  of  Infectious 
Diseases  received  during  the  year  — indeed  the  number  of 
Measles  notifications  at  688  was  a record. 

Only  one  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  notified  and  I am  glad 
to  report  that  registration  for  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  made 
great  progress  during  the  year  although  the  actual  number 
vaccinated  was  only  588.  This  v/as  due  to  the  fact  that 
Vaccine  was  not  available  in  sufficient  amounts. 
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Details  of  improvements  and  extensions  to  water  systems 
are  given  by  the  Engineer  within  the  body  of  this  report,  ft 
is  disappointing  to  report  however  that  no  new  sewerage 
works,  or  improvements  to  existing  plants,  were  carried  out 
during  the  year. 

During  the  year  90  houses  were  built  and  full  details  of 
these  and  other  housing  matters  are  contained  in  the  report 
of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Housing  Officer. 

I should  like  to  thank  members  of  the  Council  for  their 
continued  interest  and  encouragement  and  all  members  of  the 
Council  Staff  for  their  valuable  help  and  co-operation  during 
the  year.

Population: 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  at 
mid-year  1957  was  29,440,  being  540  less  than  in  1956.  A 
fall  to  this  extent  was  most  unexpected  as  it  will  be  noted 
from  the  table  below  that  the  average  population  figure  over 
the  previous  five  years  was  just  over  30,000.  It  must  be 
remembered  that  the  population  of  the  area  includes  Service 
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Personnel  and  on  enquiry  at  Hadrian’s  Camp  and  the  Ordi- 
nance Depot  at  Longtown  I found  that  the  explanation  for 
the  fall  v/as  simple  It  was  in  fact  due  to  the  Suez  Crisis  in 
the  Autumn  of  1956  when  between  600-700  men  were  sent 
abroad  from  these  Mi'itary  establishments  and  the  numbers 
v>'ere  not  made  up  until  the  Summer  of  1957.  I feel,  there- 
fore, that  so  far  as  the  Civilian  population  was  concerned, 
there  may  actually  have  been  a slight  increase  during  1957.

Agriculture  and  Dairy  faiming  continue  to  be  the  main 
industries  of  the  district.  The  manufacture  of  fabrics,  calico, 
and  woollen  goods,  together  with  brickworks,  plaster  and 
cement  and  quariying  absorb  a considerable  number  of  male 
and  female  workers. 

In  addition  some  hundreds  of  men  and  women  are 
employed  in  the  R.A.F.  T.Ia'ntenance  Cnit  and  Army  depots 
within  the  area. 

No  new  industiw  was  introduced  during  the  year  and 
there  was  practically  no  unemployment.  According  to  the 
l.aboLir  Exchange  at  no  time  did  the  unemployment  figures 
rise  above  1.6%  of  (he  employable  population.  This  figure 
would,  however,  have  been  a little  higher  had  it  not  been 
for  the  absorption  of  labour  for  the  work  of  construction  at 
the  Spadcadam  Rocket  Testing  Site.

Infantile  Mortality: 

There  were  8 deaths  of  infants 

under 

one  year 

of  age 

giving  an  Infantile  Mortality  rate  of  17.7  per  1,000  live  births. 
This  shows  a marked  decrease  over  the  1956  figure  of  30.9 
and  compares  favourably  with  the  rate  of  23.0  for  England 
and  Wales,  and  26.4  for  the  County  of  Cumberland. 

While  it  is  pleasing  to  report  a low  Infantile  Mortality 
rate  in  an  Annual  report  one  cannot  make  too  much  of  tliis 
in  the  light  of  the  very  small  numbers  dealt  with.  A glance 
a;  the  table  below,  giving  rates  from  1948-57,  brings  out  this 
point  very  clearly.  Whereas  there  has  been  a steady  and 
continuous  fall  in  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  the  Border 
figures  show  considerable  fluctuations  from  year  to  year. 

Of  the  eight  deaths  seven  were  born  and  died  in  Hospital, 
oniy  one  death  occurring  at  home,  and  even  this  baby  had 
been  born  in  Hospital.  The  sexes  were  equally  affected. 
From  the  table  given  below  it  will  be  noted  that  Prematurity 
caused  three  deaths  while  congenital  defects  caused  two 
deaths.  Of  the  six  deaths  occurring  in  the  first  week  hve 
occurred  within  48  hours  of  birth.

Maternal  Mortality: 

It  is  again  pleasing  to  report  that  there  were  no  maternal 
deaths  during  1957. 


Cancer  Mortality: 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  table  there  were  55 
deaths  from  Cancer,  including  Leukaemia,  giving  a mortality 
rate  of  nearly  1.9  per  1,000  of  the  population  and  equal  to 
13.1%  of  all  deaths.  These  rates  are  above  those  of  1956 
when  the  corresponding  figures  were  1.5  per  1,000  and  11.4% 
of  all  deaths. 

I have  pointed  out  in  previous  reports  that  whereas 
Cancer  mortality  in  England  and  Wales  has  shown  a mount- 
ing rate  each  year,  the  rate  in  the  Border  area  has  remained 
below  that  of  the  whole  Country  and  has  shown  little  varia- 
tion from  year  tO'  year. 

In  addition  to  the  55  officially  recorded  Cancer  deaths 
study  of  the  Death  returns  showed  that  a further  three  males 
and  three  females  suffered  from  Cancer.  These  deaths, 
however,  were  not  included  in  the  Cancer  figure  as  some  other 
acute  condition  had  been  recorded  as  the  primary  cause  with 
Cancer  as  a contributory  factor.

Taking  this  into  account  therefore  a truer  assessment 
shows  that  in  1957  there  was  a definite  increase  in  Cancer 
mortality  willi  the  Border  rate  approaching  closer  to  the 
National  figure. 

The  average  age  at  death  of  males  was  62.7  years  while 
that  of  females  was  67  years.

Deaths  from  all  Causes: 

The  number  of  deaths  recorded  during  the  year  was  453, 
being  an  increase  of  33  over  the  1956  figure,  giving  a crude 
death  rate  of  14.2  per  thousand  of  population.  By  using  the 
area  comparability  factor  (a  figure  worked  out  by  the  Regis- 
trar General)  the  corrected  death  rate  works  out  at  12.6  com- 
pared with  a corrected  rate  of  11.7  in  1956,  There  was, 
therefore,  a slight  increase  in  the  death  rate,  this  being 
undoubtedly  due  to  the  Influenza  epidemic  whicli  occurred 
during  the  Autumn  of  1957,  particularly  as  it  affected  patients 
in  Garlands  Hospital.  In  previous  years  the  deaths  in  Gar- 


lands  Hospital  accounted  for  21  % of  the  total  deaths 
occurring  in  the  Border  Area,  whereas  in  1957  this  figure  rose 
to  24.1%. 

Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  the  Circulatory  System  accoun- 
ted for  the  greatest  number  of  deaths,  namely  206,  equal  to 
49%  of  all  deaths  compared  with  44%  in  1956.  The  percen- 
tage of  such  deaths  is  much  higher  than  that  of  the  Country  as 
a whole  and  has  been  so  for  some  years.  As  has  been  pointed 
out  in  previous  reports  this  high  rate  of  such  deaths  in  the 
Border  area  is  due  chiefly  to  the  fact  that  of  all  Garlands  deaths 
a very  high  percentage  was  due  to  diseases  of  the  Heart  and 
Circulatory  System,  eg.  in  1957,  such  deaths  accounted  for 
57%,  the  same  as  occurred  in  1956.  During  1957,  therefore, 
there  was  ani  increase  of  deaths  from  Heart  conditions  in  the 
general  population  of  the  area. 

Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System — i.e.  Cerebral 
Haemorrhage  and  Thrombosis  accounted  for  57  deaths  — 
equivalent  to  13.6%  of  all  deaths.  This  figure  compares 
with  17.8%  in  1956  and  is  below  the  Country  average. 

Cancer  Deaths.  According  to  the  Registrar  General 
there  were  55  Cancer  Deaths  equal  to  13.1%  of  all  deaths, 
and  compared  with  a rate  of  11.4%  in  1956.  There  was, 
therefore  an  increase  in  Cancer  deaths  during  the  year,  but  on 
careful  scrutiny  of  all  deaths  returns  there  was  a greater  in- 
crease of  deaths  from  Cancer  than  indicated  by  the  Registrar 
General’s  figures.  I have  already  referred  to  this  point  earlier 
in  the  report. 

Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  System,  excluding  Tubercu- 
losis, accounted  for  18  deaths  equal  to  4.3%  of  total  deaths. 
This  figure  was  below  the  National  rate  and  apart  from  1956 
when  the  rate  was  7%,  is  in  keeping  with  the  usual  low  rate 
in  the  Border  area. 

Deaths  from  Motor  Vehicle  Accidents  amounted  to  7, 
one  more  than  in  1956,  while  all  other  accidents  numbered 
1 3,  being  two  more  than  the  previous  year.  During  the  past 
few  years  there  has  been  a slight  upward  trend  in  such  deaths 
in  common  with  the  rest  of  the  Country.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR 

THE  AREA 

Laboratory  Services. 

The  necessary  facilities  continue  to  be  provided  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  service  at  the  Cumberland  Infir- 
mary. Dr.  J.  S.  Faulds  is  the  Consultant  Pathologist  while 
Dr.  D.  G.  Davies  is  in  charge  of  all  the  Bacteriological  work. 

1 would  again  record  my  grateful  thanks  to  these  Con- 
sultants and  their  stalf  for  the  excellent  co-operation  and  help 
so  willingly  given  during  the  year. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  County  Council,  as  the  Local  Health  Authority, 
provides  and  administers  all  Ambulance  services.  An 
ambulance  based  at  Kirklinton  serves  the  Northern  area  while 
the  rest  of  the  district  is  served  from  Car'isle.  In  addition 
an  Infectious  Disease  ambulance  is  provided  at  Longtown 
Hospital  and  “ Sitting  Case  ” cars  are  available  throughout 
the  district. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  County  Council  provides  all  the  necessary  services 
including  District  Nurses,  Midwives,  Health  Visitors  and 
Home  Helps.  There  are  now  44  of  the  latter  on  the  Register, 
this  being  seven  more  than  in  1956 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres: 

There  has  been  no  change  in  such  facilities,  there  being 
two  County  Clinics  in  the  area,  namely:  — 

Union  Lane,  Brampton,  and  14  Portland  Square,  Carlisle.

Dental  Clinics  arc  also  held  at  Brampton,  Longtown  and 
Carlisle  every  week. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  CF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supplies: 

The  practice  of  routine  bacteriological  examination  of  the 
fifteen  separate  supplies  owned  by  the  Border  Council  was 
maintained,  together  with  frequent  inspections  of  the  gather- 
ing grounds. 

A total  of  105  samples  was  taken  over  the  year  with 
results  as  shown  below:  —

In  addition  several  samples  were  taken  for  full  chemical 
analysis  and  all  were  satisfactory. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  W.  Skerry,  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
for  the  following  report  on  Water  and  Sewerage  matters. 

Water: 

Improvements  and  extensions  to  supplies  over  the  past 
year  include  the  following: 

1.  Roughton  Gill. 

This  short  extension  of  mains  from  Longstrumble 
Road  end  below  Cotehill  to  Wrayside  was  completed  during 
the  year.  This  small  extension  was  to  alleviate  poor  condi- 
tions which  have  obtained  in  the  Wetheral  Shields  area  for 
some  time. 
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2.  Hethersgill. 

Following  the  laying  of  a new  mains  from  Ullermire 
resen'oir  to  Longtown  in  the  previous  year,  link  mains  have 
been  completed  between  (a)  Brownrigg  and  Scaleby  Hill  and 
(b)  Fir  End  School  and  Wide-open-Dykes.  The  provision  of 
these  link  mains  had  the  effect  of  improving  the  poor  supply 
generally  obtaining  in  the  Scaleby  Hill  and  Blackford  districts. 

3.  Low  Row. 

A small  extension  to  augment  the  supply  at  Low  Row 
by  the  addition  of  extra  springs  was  commenced  during  the 
year.

1.  Brampton. 

A scheme  for  a new  sewage  disposal  works  has  been 
approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Owing  to  a Country-wide  epidemic  of  Measles  during 
1957,  total  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  reached  the 
figure  of  785,  the  highest  for  many  years,  in  sharp  contrast 
to  the  very  low  figure  of  99  in  1956. 


Measles. 

A total  of  688  cases  was  notified,  the  highest  for  many 
years  — indeed  it  would  seem  that  this  total  probably  con- 
stituted an  all  time  high  for  the  Border  area  as  judged  by 
available  records. 

The  epidemic  commenced  in  the  South  of  England  in 
November,  1956,  but  did  not  reach  epidemic  proportions  in 
the  Border  district  until  February-March,  1957.  A high  rate 
of  notification  continued  through  April  and  May  but  fell 
during  June  and  July,  and  after  September,  no  further  cases 
were  notified.  The  bulk  of  cases  occurred  in  the  5 year  plus 
age  group  (358)  and  the  pre-school  age  (2800.  B will  be 
noted  from  the  table  that  several  adults  were  also  affected. 

The  epidemic  commenced  in  the  Dalston-Cummersdale 
area  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  spread  to  the  Longtown 
district  by  the  beginning  of  March.  Thereafter  cases  were 
notified  from  the  whole  Border  area. 

To  my  knowledge  at  least  five  cases  were  admitted  to 
Hospital  owing  to  chest  or  other  complications  but  fortun- 
ately there  were  no  recorded  deaths  from  the  disease. 


Whooping  Cough. 

Seventy-one  cases  were  notified,  more  than  double  the 
figure  for  1956  and  the  highest  figure  for  many  years  as  will 
be  noted  from  the  appropriate  table  below.  No  case  required 
to  be  admitted  to  Hospital  and  there  were  no  deaths.

Scarlet  Fever. 

Only  three  cases  occurred,  being  one  more  than  in  1956. 

For  a considerable  number  of  years  past  this  disease 
has  become  less  important  as  a serious  menace  to  child  health. 
Twenty  years  ago  practically  all  cases  of  Scarlet  fever  were 
admitted  to  Hospital  where  most  remained  for  4-6  weeks  and 
many  were  discharged  home  with  serious  and  disabling  after 
effects.  Today  it  is  the  exception  to  admit  a case  to  Hospital, 
and  with  modern  treatment  few'  suffer  any  ill  effects  and  are 
back  in  circulation  within  2-3  weeks. 

This  improvement  by  treatment  with  such  drugs  as 
penicillin  and  the  sulphonamide  group  is  only  part  of  the 
Scarlet  story  however.  It  would  appear  that  the  particular 
organism  which  causes  the  disease  has  lost  its  virulence  and 
does  not  now  give  rise  to  the  serious  complications  which 
once  it  was  capable  of  doing.  Why  this  has  occurred  no  one 
can  say  and  it  may  be  that  one  day  this  virulence  will  return. 


Primary  or  Influenzal  Pneumonia. 

Eighteen  cases  were  notified  being  one  more  than  in  1956. 
Eleven  cases  were  of  the  Influenzal  type  and  were  notified 
in  October  and  November  during  the  height  of  the  Influenza 
epidemic.  Four  cases  were  admitted  to  Hospital  and  there 
were  three  deaths. 


Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

One  case  of  Paralytic  Poliomyelitis  was  notified  during 
the  year.  The  patient  — a married  woman  of  29  years  — 
was  notified  early  in  January,  1957,  and  was  the  last  of  four 
cases  which  occurred  in  the  Scaleby-Kirklinton  area  during 
December,  1956.  She  was  the  mother  of  a schoolboy  who 
had  been  a close  contact  of  the  first  two  cases  notified  in 
December,  1956.  This  boy,  although  showing  no  symptoms 
of  the  disease,  was  found  to  be  harbouring  the  virus  of 
Poliomyelitis  and  was  undoubtedly  the  cause  of  his  mother’s 
infection. 
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On  admission  to  Hospital  this  patient  had  extensive 
paralysis  of  the  left  shoulder  and  arm  as  well  as  a degree  of 
paralysis  of  right  arm.  On  discharge  some  weeks  later,  the 
right  arm  had  recovered  very  well  but  the  left  arm  remained 
extensively  paralysed  and  unfortunately  has  remained  so. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination. 

The  registration  and  vaccination  of  certain  age  groups, 
commenced  in  1956,  continued  during  1957  but  the  total 
number  actually  vaccinated  was  most  disappointing  due  to 
the  fact  that  vaccine  was  not  available  in  sufficient  amounts. 
Registration  for  vaccination  however  showed  a marked 
increase  reaching  a figure  in  the  region  of  75%  of  those 
eligible  for  vaccination  as  against  less  than  10%  in  1956. 

The  position  as  at  31.12.57  is  shown  in  the  following 
table: 
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At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  (July,  1958)  total 
registrations  were  well  over  5,000  and  over  4,000  of  these  had 
completed  the  course  of  two  injections. 

Food  Poisoning. 

One  case  only  was  notified  due  to  the  Salmonella  New- 
port Organism.  Despite  intensive  investigation  the  source 
of  this  infection  was  not  discovored  but  several  other  members 
of  the  household  were  found  to  be  infected  with  the  same 
organism  while  remaining  entirely  free  of  symptoms. 

Erysipelas. 

A young  soldier  of  25  years  of  age  from  Hadrian’s 
Camp  was  the  only  case  of  this  condition  notified  during  the 
year.  He  was  treated  in  the  Camp  Sick  Quarters. 

Acute  Encephalitis. 

A male  child  aged  7 years  was  admitted  to  Hospital  with 
symptoms  suggestive  of  brain  infection  following  an  attack 
of  Measles.  The  diagnosis  of  Encephalitis  was  not  confirmed 
however. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

One  mild  case  was  notified  and  treated  at  home.  With 
so  many  mothers-to-be  now  admitted  to  Hospital  for  con- 
finement there  has  been  a marked  drop  in  notification  of  this 
condition. 

Smallpox. 

No  case  of  Sma’lpox  or  known  contact  occurred  in  the 
district. 

Again  1 have  to  report  a disappointing  rate  of  primary 
vaccination  in  infants  and  in  the  population  generally  as  is 
shown  in  the  following  table.

The  above  figures  show  a slight  improvement  over  the 
1956  vaccinations  but  are  still  too  low. 
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Diphtheria. 

For  the  ninth  successive  year  no  case  of  Diphtheria 
occurred  in  the  area  and  it  is  now  eleven  years  since  a death 
was  recorded  from  this  disease.

Influenza. 

Although  Influenza,  as  such,  is  not  notifiable.  Influenzal 
Pneumonia  is,  and  as  already  mentioned  in  the  paragraph 
on  Pneumonia,  eleven  such  notifications  were  received  with 
three  deaths.  In  addition  there  were  seven  deaths  from 
Influenza  apart  from  the  quite  considerable  number  of  deaths 
from  other  causes  where  Influenza  was  given  as  a contributoiw 
factor. 

The  Influenza  epidemic  which  commenced  in  the  Far 
East  in  the  Spring  of  1957  reached  the  British  Isles  in  August 


and  lirst  alfected  the  Border  area  in  September,  reaching  its 
peak  in  October  and  November.  In  many  of  the  rural  schools 
absentee  rates  of  over  50%  were  common,  affecting  teachers 
and  children  alike.  Industry  too  suffered  considerably  as  it 
was  estimated  that  30-40%  of  the  working  population  suffered 
from  the  disease  during  the  epidemic  period.

Of  the  35  cases  added  to  the  register,  9 were  inward 
transfers,  i.e.  cases  already  notified  elsewhere  in  England  and 
Wales  but  who  had  moved  into  the  Border  area  during  the 
year.  In  addition  4 others  came  from  Scotland,  Ireland  and 
Australia,  where  they  had  already  been  notified,  but  according 
to  regulations  had  to  be  counted  as  new  cases  in  the  Border 
area. 

Seven  of  the  new  cases  were  in-patients  in  Garlands 
Hospital  at  the  date  of  notification. 
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There  were  4 recorded  deaths,  all  pulmonary,  being  2 
less  than  in  1956,  and  giving  a rale  of  0.13  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.10  per 
: ,000. 


In  addition  to  the  above  deaths,  two  patients  in  Garlands 
Hospital,  who  were  notified  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 
died  of  Influenzal  Broncho-pneumonia.

Prevention  of  Tuberculosis. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit,  under  the  able  direction 
of  Dr.  W.  H.  Morton,  Consultant  Chest  Physician,  paid 
visits  to  the  area  as  in  former  years.  Unfortunately  the  visit 
to  No.  14  Maintenance  Unit  R.A.F.  had  to  be  cancelled  at 
the  last  minute  with  the  result  that  the  total  number  X-rayed 
in  1957  was  well  below  that  of  previous  years.  Nevertheless 
out  of  2,739  people  X-rayed  by  this  aieans  three  new  cases 
of  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  discovered,  equivalent 
to  109  new  cases  per  100,000  examinations.  In  America  a 
mass  radiography  survey  is  considered  well  worth  while  if 
40  new  cases  are  found  per  100,000  examinations. 

1 would  again  stress  how  very  imjx)rtant  it  is  for  all 
adults,  both  young  and  old,  to  avail  themselves  of  this  free 
X-ray  service  and  have  a chest  X-ray  taken  every  year.

During  the  year  57  houses  were  completed  by  the 
Council  and  33  by  private  enterprise,  a total  of  90. 


The  Council’s  building  activities  are  now  almost  wholly 
confined  to  that  required  to  replace  unfit  houses  and  the 
provision  of  small  houses  for  old  people,  the  only  two 
categories  which  qualify  for  exchequer  subsidy.  Although 
there  is  still  a demand  in  various  parts  of  the  district  for 
houses  for  ordinary  needs  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  this 
demand  can  be  met  in  view  of  absence  of  subsidies  and  the 
Government’s  restriction  on  the  number  of  houses  to  be 
built. 

The  acquisition  of  sites  at  Longtown  and  Brampton  is 
proceeding.  Building  is  expected  to  start  with  56  houses  at 
L.ongtown  early  in  1958  and  at  Brampton  later  in  that  year.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act — Rodent  Control. 

During  the  year  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  survey  as 
many  Agncultuml  properties  as  possible.  About  a quarter 
of  the  holdings  were  visited,  but  the  large  number  of  such 
holdings  in  the  district  (approximately  1,700)  added  to  the 
very  large  area  covered  make  the  number  visited  the  maxi- 
mum possible. 

Of  these,  a relatively  small  number  were  found  to  be 
infested  to  any  marked  degree.  The  majority  of  farmers 
were  found  to  be  using  Warfarin  poison  with  apparently 
satisfactory  results  and  where  there  have  been  heavier  infes- 
tations a number  of  farmers  have  made  use  of  the  facilities 
for  treatment  offered  by  the  Council,  Private  Householders 
are  generally  willing  to  use  the  service  wherever  infestations 
are  found  at  the  very  reasonable  nominal  charge  of  15/- 
per  house.  It  has  not  been  necessary  during  the  year  to 
serve  any  Statutory  Notices, 

The  Council’s  Sewerage  Works  and  Refuse  Tips  are 
regularly  visited.  The  following  inspections  were  made 
during  the  year  by  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operator.

Refuse  Collection. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  no  significant  change 
in  the  areas  of  collection  and  allowing  for  houses  going  out 
of  use  and  new  buildings,  the  number  of  houses  from  which 
refuse  is  collected  is  approximately  6,700, 

During  1958  it  may  be  possible  to  take  in  further  areas 
in  ti  e north  of  the  district. 
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The  cost  of  this  service  continues  to  increase  due  largely 
to  increased  wages  and  running  expenses  of  vehicles.  The 
average  cost  of  collection  is  27/8  per  house  per  annum. 

Several  tips  are  almost  full  and  soon  new  tips  will  be 
required.  1 v.'ould  advise  the  Council  when  suitable  sites  are 
located  that  they  be  bought  where  possible. 

There  has  been  a welcome  inerease  in  the  amount  of 
waste  paper  collected  and  disposed  of.
